State Forestry Board Will Ask 


for Money lo Develop Lands 


Near Here 


KNOWN AS PILLSBURY RESERVE 


Twelve Hundred Dollars Annually 


for Six Years for 
Im­ 


provements. 


T h e sta te forestry board w hich has 
been in session in St. 
baul has been 
m aking some progress in tho m atter of 
im proving tho waste lands in th is state 
w hich have been set aside for forestry 
purposes. 
Of the tra c ts m entioned by the board 
the I’illsbury reserve, which is located 
on th e shores of (lull lake, is tho most 
proruinent, as is seen by tin* following 
from tho St. Paul Globe: 
“ T he sta te forestry board will ask the 
next legislature for appropriations for 
developing the waste lands in tho Pills 
bury reserve and the 20,000 acres of land 
granted by congress to th e sta te for for- 
esnry purposes. 
“T he forestry board m et yesterday af 
ternoon a t th e state capitol, and recoin 
m ended certain requests to be m ade of 
the legislature. 
An appropriation of 
$300 is to be asked for running the lines 
and establishing stakes on tho 1,000 
acres in Cass county given to the state 
for forestry purposes by the late Jo h n S. 
Pillsbury, and known as tho 
Pdlsbury 
reserve. 
Twelve hun dred dollars an­ 
nually is to be asked for a period of six 
years for th e im provement, protection 
and reforesting of the tract. 
An appro­ 
priation of $1,000 is asked for making 
detailed exam inations, surveying and 
the m aking by a com petent forester of a 
working plan for th e reforesting of tin* 
20,000 acres in St. Louis county granted 
tin* stat** by congress in April, HHH. 
“T h e sum of $1,800 is asked, beginning 
w ith the fiscal year ending Ju ly 31,1 OCK), 
for th e care, protection and improve 
m en t of th e congressional grant. 
“ I'he sta te forestry board is especially 
interested in M innesota being well rep 
resented a t the national 
forestry con­ 
vention, to be field at W ashington, 
I).

State Forestry Board Will Ask 


for Money to Develop Lands 


Near Here 


KNOWN AS PILLSBl'RY ROSLRVL 


Twelve Hundred Dollars Annually 


for Six Years for 
Im­ 


provements. 


The state forestry board which has 
been in session in St. I*aul has been 
making some progress in the m atter of 
improving the waste lands in this state 
which have been set aside for forestry 
purposes. 
Of the tracts mentioned by the board 
the Pillsbury reserve, which is located 
on the shores of < lull lake, is the most 
prominent, as is seen by the following 
from the St. Paul Globe: 
“The state forestry board will ask the 
next legislature for appropriations for 
developing the waste lands in tho Pills 
bury reserve and the 20,1(XX) acres of land 
granted by congress to the state for for- 
esnry purposes. 
“Tho forestry board met yesterday af 
ternoon at tin? state capítol, and roeom 
mended certain requests to be made of 
th*' legislature. 
An appropriation of 
6300 is to be asked for running the lines 
and establishing stakes on tho 1,000 
acres in Cass county given to tho state 
for forestry purposes by the late John S. 
Pillsbury, and known as tho Pillsbury 
reserve. 
Twelve hundred dollars an­ 
nually is to be asked for a period of six 
years for the improvement, protection 
and reforesting of tho tract. 
An appro­ 
priation of £1,000 is asked for making 
detailed examinations, surveying and 
the making by a competent forester of a 
working plan for the reforesting of the 
20,000 acres in St. Louis county granted 
tin* state by congress in April, 11HJ4. 
“T he sum of 61,800 is asked, beginning 
with the fiscal year ending July 31,1906, 
for tho car**, protection and improve­ 
m ent of the congressional grant. 
“The state forestry board is especially 
interested in Minnesota being well rep 
resented at the national forestry con­ 
vention, to be hold at Washington, I). 
C\, beginning Jan. 2. Among the Min 
nesotans who will attend are:

missioners of said county have hereto­ 
fore duly appointed a competent engin­ 
eer, to-wit, J. F. Bartlett to make a s u r­ 
vey of said ditch, and said engineer lias 
qualified according to law and has made 
an 1 liled his report in said matter. 


Now, Therefore, We, the board of 
county commissioners of said county, at 
a special session held this day, do here­ 
by appoint L. E. Garrison and J. A.

But at the same time be Is 
serving the public he is working for 
two masters behind the scenes, the 
proprietor of the house and the mana­ 
ger of the attraction, and he must 
serve them equally, while their inter­ 
ests sometimes conflict sharply* 
I’ ,ir" 
them lore, 
he 
must 
serve them 
as 
against the public if need there be, and 
it keeps him bust ling to hold his job 
to do it too. 
T he man behind the wicket is ti good 
man if lie can make you buy a seat 
that costs you more than you intended 
to invest to see that particular “show” 
—all attractions in a playhouse are 
“shows” in the parlance, be they opera, 
comedy or vaudeville. Now. most men 
think they know what they are going 
to get when they visit a theater, and 
they especially have the price fixed in 
their minds. 
Perhaps, psychologically 
speaking, they are stronger minded 
than the house treasurer. 
Then they 
do get what they want, and he never 
questions it. 
But the average man is 
not. 
The treasurer is trained in ticket 
selling. 
It is his daily routine, while 
it is an occasional act on the man’s 
part. Hence he is fortified for the pub­ 
lic, and the latter is not for him, and 
so when the people step up, especially 
if it is rather late and there is some­ 
thing of a rush, a clever ticket man 
can easily get the extra price out of 
them for a higher selling seat. 
How does lie do it? 
Largely by the 
power of suggestion. 
He implies that 
you want it, for instance, when you go 
lip. 
In other words, lie puts the ques­ 
tion as to what priced seat by asking 
you about the higher ones before lie 
mentions the lower ones, and when be 
does refer to the latter, at your sugges­ 
tion, he does it rather apologetically. 
He lins the higher rate tickets in bis 
hand, and if you do not take them he 
reaches to the rack for the others, and 
all the time the line is waiting, those 
back of you are scowling, if not mak­ 
ing remarks, and every one within ear­ 
shot of the window knows that you 
have refused the higher seats for the 
lower priced ones. 
This is embarrass­ 
ing. 
Especially is it so if a girl is with 
you, waiting just outside the rail that 
separates the mob from the lino, and 
the chances are IO to I that you will 
take the cue, involuntarily, and pay a 
quarter more, when you had no inten­ 
tion of doing so when you approached 
the clever man in the box. 
That is one way. 
It doesn’t require 
any falsehood. 
It does require a good 
knowledge of human nature. Some men 
wouldn’t “stand for” that. They would 
be offended, and it might hurt the 
house. 
That is for the treasurer to 
beware. 
Ile must “size up” his cus­ 
tomers and aet accordingly. 
There is a great gain in time in sell­ 
ing without a chart. 
A man will then 
step up and ask for a “good seat” 
about 
a 
certain 
place. 
Running 
through his lists, the seller finds him 
something very near there, and lie is 
satisfied. 
That one man is finished in 
a few seconds. 
It would take minutes 
if the sheets were there. 
Time is im­ 
portant when the orchestra is playing 
and the curtain about to go up. 
Still further, the absence of a chart 
enables the seller to “dress” his house, 
provided Hie sale is light, and to keep 
out “singles” if it is heavy. “Singles” 
are seats left alone when the adjoining 
pairs have been selected from a chart. 
“Singles” are hard to sell because very 
few persons attend a theater alone. Al­ 
most all seats are sold in pairs. 
A 
treasurer with a bunch of “singles” on 
ills hands, even with a house threaten­ 
ing to sell out, Is “tip against it,” for 
often he will lose sales that would 
have meant capacity but for the fact 
that he cannot place a couple in ad­ 
joining seats, though lie may have sev­ 
eral odd ones left. 
“Dressing” a house is the avoidance 
of this condition In one souse, but It 
applies to light houses generally. When 
a show Is not doing well it is up to the 
box office to make the house look full 
even though it be only partly solid. 
He does this by scattering the crowd. 
Instead of selling a section solid and 
leaving adjoining sections vacant he 
sells a few here, a few there, and thus 
the empty spaces are not concentrated. 
Men usually dress a house from the 
center out. They will sell a good part 
of the center section, scattering, and 
then will work out on the left and 
right. This is because seats on the ex­ 
treme edge of the house are not so 
good, and people expect them to be va­ 
cant except in a heavy house anyhow' 
and do not notice them so soon. He 
knows his house like a book, and he 
knows early In the day whether or not 
he will have a crowd. Hence he acts 
accordingly.—Kansas City Journal.

To the average theater goer the man 
who sits behind the wicket iu the box 
office and sells tickets seems t > have 
one of the sinecures of earth. True, In* 
has to answer many fool questions ami 
deal with many fool persons who are 
often ugly because others with more 
foresight have picked up early all the 
good seats, lit* has to handle diplo­ 
matically the woman who wants dollar 
scats for 75 cents and with the other 
fellow who wants “first row, center,” 
after the play has begun and that has 
been sold for a week ahead. But all 
these things seem but his share of the 
minor ills of earth. Outside of them 
apparently his Job is what is generally 
known as a “snap.” 
But the man in the box office has 
other tilings to do besides sell tickets. 
True, that is where he comes in con­ 
tact with the general public, and that 
is all that is usually thought about his 
duties. But at the same time be is 
serving tin* public he is working for 
two masters behind the scenes, the 
proprietor of the bouse and the mana­ 
ger of the attraction, and he must 
serve them equally, while their inter­ 
ests sometimes conflict sharply. 1* ur- 
thennore. he must serve them as 
against the public if need there be, and 
it keeps him hustling to hold his job 
to do it too. 
The man behind the wicket is a good 
man if lie can make you buy a seat 
that costs you more than you intended 
to invest to see that particular “show” 
—all attractions in a playhouse are 
“shows” in the parlance, be they opera, 
comedy or vaudeville. Now, most men 
think they know vvhat they are going 
to get when they visit a theater, and 
they especially have the price fixed in 
t licit* minds. Perhaps, psychologically 
speaking, they are stronger minded 
than the house treasurer. Then they 
do get what they want, and In* never 
questions it. But the average man is 
not. The treasurer is trained in ticket 
selling. It is liis daily routine, while 
it is an occasional act on the man's 
part. Hence lie is fortified for the pub­ 
lic, and the latter is not for him, and 
so when the people step up, especially 
if it is rather late and there is some­ 
thing of a rush, a clever ticket man 
can easily get the extra price out of 
them for a higher selling seat. 
IIow does lie do it? Largely by the 
power of suggestion. He implies that 
you want it. for instance, when you go 
up. In other words, he puts the ques­ 
tion as to what priced seat by asking 
you about the higher ones before lie 
mentions the lower ones, and when be 
does refer to the latter, at your sugges­ 
tion, he does it rather apologetically, 
has j He has the higher rate tickets in Ids 
hand, and if you do not take them he 
reaches to the rack for the others, and 
all tlie time the line is waiting, those 
back of you are scowling, if not mak­ 
ing remarks, and every one vvitldn ear­ 
shot of the window knows that you 
have refused tlie higher seats for tlie 
lower priced ones. This is embarrass­ 
ing. Especially is it so if a girl is with 
you, waiting just outside the rail that 
separates the mob from the line, and 
the chances are 10 to 1 that you will 
take the cue, involuntarily, and pay a 
quarter more, when you had no inten­ 
tion of doing so when you approached 
the clever man in the box. 
That is one way. It doesn’t require 
any falsehood. It does require a good 
knowledge of human nature. Home men 
wouldn’t “stand for” that. They would 
be offended, and it might hurt the 
house. 
That is for the treasurer to 
beware. He must “size up” his cus­ 
tomers and act accordingly. 
There is a great gain in time in sell­ 
ing without a chart. A man will then 
step up and ask for a “good seat” 
about 
a 
certain 
place. 
Running 
through bis lists, the seller finds him 
something very near there, and lie is 
satisfied. That one man is finished in 
a few seconds. It would take minutes 
if the sheets were there. Time is im­ 
portant when the orchestra is playing 
and the curtain about to go up. 
Still further, the absence of a chart 
enables the seller to “dress” Lis house, 
provided the sale is light, and to keep 
out “singles” if it is heavy. “Singles” 
are seats left alone when the adjoining 
pairs have been selected from a chart. 
“Singles” are hard to sell because very 
few persons attend a theater alone. Al­ 
most all seals are sold in pairs. A 
treasurer with a bunch of “singles” on 
Ids hands, even with a house threaten­ 
ing to sell out, is “up against it,” for 
often lie will lose sales that would 
have meant capacity but for the fact 
that lie cannot place a couple in ad­ 
joining seats, though he may have sev­ 
eral odd ones left. 
“Dressing” a house is the avoidance 
of this condition in one s«*nse, but it 
applies to light houses generally. When 
a show is not doing well it is up to the 
box office to make the house look full 
even though it be only partly solid. 
He does this by scattering the crowd. 
Instead of selling a section solid and 
leaving adjoining sections vacant lie 
sells a few here, a few there, and thus 
the empty spaces are not concentrated. 
Men usually dress a house from the 
center out. They will sell a good part 
of the center section, scattering, and 
then will work out on the left and 
right. This is because seats on the ex­ 
treme edge of the house are not so 
good, and people expect them to be va­ 
cant except in a heavy house anyhow 
and do not notice them so soon. He 
knows his house like a book, and lie 
knows early in the day whether or not 
he will have a crowd. Hence he acts 
accordingly.—Kansas City Journal.

Negro 
Run 
Down and Captured 
by 
Men of His Own Race. 
Memphis, Term., Jan. 2.—Captured 
by a posse of his own race, General 
Bone, a half-witted negro, is now in 
legal custody here, charged with one 
of the most brutal crimes in the go 
lice history of this region. Taut as 
the protector of Mattie Hahen, a mi 1- 
Tfim^ea woman. 
—her cabin, five 
miles north of this city, vvhil > her 
husband and daughter were attending 
a mi Inight celebration of the new 
year. Bone shot her in the face, b* aT 
her into a state of unconsciousness 
witn a billet of wood, then dragged 
her from the house and seizing an axe 
from a woodpile, split open her skull, 
after which he assaulted the lifeb - 
body. Later he dragged the corpse 
to a creek, half a mile distant, and 
threw it into the stream. The news 
of the crime spread rapidly and scores 
of negroes gathered on the scene. 
The body of the woman, entirely nude, 
was found by dragging the creel;. 
After searching the woods all day tor 
the slayer. Bone was found in the 
creek bottom at night. A reward of 
$100, contributed by the negroes, had 
been offered for Bone’s apprehension. 
There was some talk of lynching, but 
nothing came of it. 


W om a n Killed by Stray Bullet. 
New York, Jan. 2.—While sitting in 
her home with her baby in her arms 
and laughing with a party of friends 
over the noise which signalized the 
incoming of the new year, Mrs. The­ 
resa Preschine of Hoboken, N. J., was 
shot and instantly killed by a chance 
shot supposed to have been fired by 
8ome reveller. 


The news that the Russian forres 
at Port Arthur have been reduced to 
such n strait that at. last the heroic 
commander has been forced to propose 
surrender follows upon a month of 
reverses. The siege began 
almost 
with the firing of the first gun in the 
wrar, now nearly eleven months ago. 
and when perhaps the greatest strong­ 
hold in the world was garrisoned by 
40,000 Russian soldiers supported by 
a formidable squadron of modern bat­ 
tleships, cruisers and torpedo boats. 
These warships have been destroyed 
or dispersed until but a few torpedo 
boats remain in the harbor. The gar­ 
rison, at latest accounts had been re­ 
duced to about 15,000 men. On Pe . 
4 High i203-Meter) hill, one of 'he 
most commanding positions In the 
aeries of forts held by the Russians, 
was captured by the Japanese after a 
severe fight in which the loss on both 
Bides was enormous. It was from this 
hill that the 


Death Blows Were Dealt 
the warships that were then remaining 
in the harbor, and afterward thf 
Japanese guns were trained upon the 
town and such forts as were within 
range. 
On Per. 19 the East Keekwnn fort 
wns taken by the Japanese, affordinp 
them another advantageous position 
from which to assail other forts in 
the chain of defenses. Mining and 
sapping were important factors in tin 
capture of this position, as they were 
also in the fall of the Rihlung fort 
on Dec. 29. Ml these achievements 
served to cut communications between 
the Liaotie fori destined to he the 
“last ditch” of the defenders, from a 
great part of the chain of forts. 
From the hour of the fall of East Keek- 
wan events have seemed to he hasten 
ing to their culmination, for on Dec. 
81, Sungshu mountain fell into the 
hands of the besiegers, and only a few 
hours later the "II” fort, another 
strong position, was captured. 
The report that the non com hat ant" 
of Port Arthur ha 1 been accorded 
asylum behind T.iaotio mountain may 
have been 
.an indication 
that the 
Japanese commander foresaw ihe.t 
the surrender of the Russians within 
a very brief time was assured.

The czar’s response to the zemstvo 
petition is more generous than might 
have been expected, says nn editorial 
In tlu* New York Post. On the subject 
of a parliament he is silent; no other 
course, In fact, could be looked for at 
present. On every other count the czar 
meets his petitioners halfway, admit­ 
ting the justice of their appeal and 
promising the gradual working out of 
the required reforms. A mere enumer­ 
ation of the eight heads of the procla­ 
mation will exhibit its amazingly lib­ 
eral temper. The czar approves isiual 
administration of law for all classes, 
extension of local self government, uni­ 
fication of Judicial procedure, factory 
law's, modlflcation of the notorious con­ 
demnation by administrative process, 
religious toleration, freer passport reg­ 
ulations, nvisonable freedom of the 
press. How, In the face of this roster 
of promisee, soiue American editors 
continue to Interpret the ukase as a 
check to the reform movement bailies 
all ordinary Ingenuity. 
For tlvo case must l*i Judged not so 
much by the actual laws that may tie 
promulgated In the next few months as 
by the effect the edict will have perma­ 
nently upon reformers In Russia. That 
a constitution Hhould be granted at the 
request of the first national assembly 
was beyond even the wlld(>st expecta­ 
tions. In fact, It was freely predicted 
that Prince Mlrsky’s congress would 
receive an open rebuff on the ground 
that their proceedings were virtually 
seditious. 
As things stand, the recent conven­ 
tion finds the major part of Its pro­ 
gramme approved, and thus there Is 
given every encouragement for other 
reform assemblies to renew the work 
so auspiciously begun. Ye| one should 
not rashly assume that the czar is fully 
committed to the inferences which will 
he drawn from his response. II»* knows 
well that freedom and movement and 
education for the peasants, as planned 
in M. de Witte’s report, cannot bo sus­ 
pended when they begin to he trouble­ 
some to autocracy. 
He realizes un­ 
doubtedly that successful local gov­ 
ernments will emphasize the desirabil­ 
ity of a parliament, that free transit 
of foreigners means the spread of lite 
ornl Ideas and that liberty of the press 
Involves the awaking of the people to 
political self consciousness. 
Upon these consequences of his ac­ 
tion the e/.ar can hardly look with 
equanimity. 
Indeed, one may believe 
that he has yielded rather to the pres­ 
sure of a disastrous and unpopular war 
than to any personal zeal for reform. 
The fears of a Plehve may play a con­ 
siderable part In his decision along* 
with the generous hopes of a Witte or 
Mirxky. 
But. willingly or unwillingly, 
the word Is said, and Nicholas II. 
stands openly committed to tho views 
of his liberal ministers. 
Under easier 
conditions he may be tempted to listen 
again to the reactionaries, but he can­ 
not decree forgetfulness of the hope 
he has himself held out to his people. 
It is of course a weakness of the sit­ 
uation that the reforms called for in 
the ukase must he for the most part ex- 
ecuted by that bureaucracy whose In­ 
capacity and venality are rt*sponsible 
for the present demoralization. Some 
word recognizing the need of purifying 
the Imperial service would have been 
very welcome. The zemstvo presidents 
rightly made much of the abuses due 
to corrupt or Inefficient officials, and it 
is unfortunate that the czar has shown 
to his unworthy servants even the 
charity of silence. However, It is cer­ 
tain that the part of the reform plans 
coneerning the peasantry which has 
been drawn by M. <h* Witte Is present­ 
ed with full knowledge of the practical 
steps necessary to its execution. The 
fact that the czar has turned again to 
M. de Witte seems a kind of promise 
that in the mutter of local self govern­ 
ment and repealing laws which tie the 
peasant to tin* land something serious 
will lie done. And very likely the cause 
of ultimate representative government 
will he more wisely furthered by im­ 
proving the condition of the peasant 
class than by going forward tqo fast 
with the intellectual proletariat of the 
universities. 
Prince 
Kropotkin 
has 
maintained 
that real reform in Russia must begin 
with local administration, and it is 
easy to see how, by simplifying the va­ 
rious traditional forms of town and dis­ 
trict government and by giving them 
full responsibility, a promising machin­ 
ery for political education will be set 
in motion. Perhaps the most welcome 
feature of the zemstvo congress and its 
sequel, the reform ukase, is the fact 
that tin* movement has been not in the 
hands of revolutionaries, but of the no­ 
bility in large part, and always direct­ 
ed by men of a practical temper and 
loyal to the Russian state. It Is a sign 
that the revolutionary leaven Is work­ 
ing hopefully, as the czar’s concession 
Is evidence that the appeal comes with 
irresistible force as the sober word of 
the best of his subjects. 


GRA8S FOR ARID LANDS.

The big railroads of the west, headed 
by the Union Pacific and Burlington 
snd assisted by the United States gov­ 
ernment, are preparing to make nn ef­ 
fort on a gigantic scale to reclaim mil­ 
lions of acres of western lands upon 
which nothing now subsists except sage 
brush, says a special dispatch from 
Omaha, Neb., to the New York Press, 
The new scheme does away with ex­ 
pensive irrigation systems and has for 
a basis the recent discovery of grasses 
and alfalfa which will live and flourish 
without rainfall. 
Dr. El wood Mend, Irrigation expert 
and head of one of the bureaus of agri­ 
culture In Washington, together with 
several experts. Is now in Omaha con­ 
ferring w ith General Managers Mohler 
of the Union Pacific and IToldredge of 
the Burlington for the purpose of fur­ 
thering the scheme. 
The railroad men are enthusiastic 
over the plans, aud work will begin us 
soon as spring opens. The new grasses 
found come from southern Russia, and 
the government e x p e r t s as well as the 
railroad people believe that they will 
BcJve the problem and will clothe with 
green the millions of acres of western 
lands now given over to sage brush and 
prairie dog*. 
The grasses will not dry up In sum­ 
mer and need Ilttlo or no moisture. 
The scheme Includes the establishing of 
numerous experimental stations along 
the different railroads, all of which 
will be in charge of government ex­ 
perts. 
From these stations the s(*eds 
will be scattered over hundreds of 
miles. There are several hundred mil­ 
lion acres of lands embraced within 
the arid regions of the western states, 
and if the new scheme proves success­ 
ful tho result will be that this land, 
now going to waste, will become prof­ 
itable farming land, and the railroads 
will receive their returns from tho 
large number of settlers who will 
rush In.

CHANGE EFFECTS E. 0. PARKS 


He Will be Auditor of Supplies, 


Position of General Store­ 


keeper Being Abolished 


A comprehensive reorganization of the 
Northern Pacific’s system of handling 
the tremendous purchases of material 
anti supplies, annually made for the sys­ 
tem, went into effect today, and invol 
vos two important appointments, under 
which officials already in the service 
will be given new duties. 
R. J. Elliott is appointed supply agent 
for the system, reporting to General 
Manager Marry J. Horn at St. Paul. 
E. 
O. Parks is made auditor of supplies 
and mechanical accounts, with head­ 
quarters in St. Paul, reporting to Con­ 
troller H. A. Gray. 
The post of general storekeeper and 
auditor of motive power accounts, two 
departments previously handled by Mr. 
Parks, are abolished. 
The reorganization is more a modifica­ 
tion and improvement of method than a 
radical departure from existing condi­ 
tions. The handling of supplies and 
meterial for the system has become a 
matter of the first magnitude, involving 
immense sums of money. 
General Man­ 
ager Horn and Controller Gray have 
evolved a new and better method of 
handling the work. 
General Manager Horn announced 
the changes in the form of a joint cir­ 
cular and memorandum, in which h( 
outlines the duties Mr. Parks and Mr. 
Elliott will handle. 
Mr. Elliott, as sup 
ply agent, will have charge of all mater 
ial and supplies delivered to the system, 
from the time they are received until 
they are delivered, on requisition, for 
company uses. 
Division superintend­ 
ents and division storekeepers will draw 
on ttie supply agent for such material as 
they require and the instructions of tin1 
latter, with reference to shipments and 
care of material and fuel, will govern. 
As auditor of supplies and mechanical 
accounts, Mr. Parks will have charge of 
all accounts conneced with the pur­ 
chase, distribution and use of supplies, 
and of the keeping of time, making of 
pay rolls and distribution of labor in 
the mechanical department. 
He will 
have general jurisdiction of these and 
similar matters and his instructions will 
rule hereafter. 
The abolition of the office of general 
storekeeper and auditor of motive pow­ 
er accounts follow naturally after the 
rearrangement and extension of the du 
ties of Mr. Elliott and Mr. Parks. 
In the position which is now abolish­ 
ed, Mr. Parks has had charge of the ac 
counting and handling of supplies, of 
the store ami mechanical department 
He has been connected with the ser­ 
vice for many years. 
Mr. Elliott, with whom ho will now 
divide the work, will take charge of the 
actual handling and disbursing of ma 
terial, supplies and fuel. 
Ite is well 
known and has b^en connected with the 
Northern Pacific for thirteen years, be 
ginning his service in the auditor’s of­ 
fice. 
He was later connected with the 
assistant general manager’s office, and 
for ten years past has been chief as­ 
sistant to General Purchasing Agent 
Prest.

RICE TABLE. 


T h e

In Java, as in most really warm coun­ 
tries, it is customary to rise early and 
to tako a cup of tea or coffee, together 
with a biscuit and some fruit, imme­ 
diately on leaving one’s bed. 
This is 
followed by n more substantial break­ 
fast, but tho first r e a lly serious meal is 
served at half past 12 o’clock and is 
the equivalent of tlie French “dejeuner 
a la fourchette” or the Anglo-Indian 
tiffin. 
This meal is called rice table— 
“rystafel”-from the principal dish, a 
very elaborate curry, in the preparation 
of which the Malay cooks are (‘special­ 
ly skillful. 
The peculiarity of the rice table con­ 
sists in the number and variety of 
dishes presented. 
From these dishes 
the guest has to select the materials 
which, together with the rice upon the 
soup plate before him, are to consti­ 
tute ids curry. 
It Is also as well to 
know beforehand that- one is not re- 
quired to lunch solely on curry, but 
that the rice table is succeeded by 
courses of ordinary luncheon dishes. 
It is a case, therefore, of “embarras (le 
richesses.” 
The second danger is that of making 
up one’s curry “not wisely, but too 
well,” and leaving neither appetite 
nor capacity for the beefsteak or for 
any of flu? other solid dishes which 
subsequently appear and which under 
those circumstances only produce a 
feeling of mingled horror and conster­ 
nation. 
It is then that one suddenly 
realizes that the rice table is merely a 
sort of tremendous “hors d’oeuvre.” 
There are two dangers to is» avoided. 
In the first place, it is quite possible, 
in spite of the number of the dishes 
presented singly, to say nothing of an 
octagonal tray containing a separate 
chutney In each of its nine compart­ 
ments, to get no lunch at all. for noth­ 
ing is easier than after saying “noin” 
to a succession of frivolous compounds 
to dismiss the one solid and palatable 
dish.— Pearson's.

They are, I should fancy, 
the smallest and the sweetest oysters 
in the world. 
Bird’s nest soup follow- 
ed, prepared as It should be. 
I fancy 
that a chicken broth was the liquid to 
which tho nest gave its peculiar and 
attractive taste of tho sea at our feast, 
and the combination was excellent. Tri­ 
pang, which we know as beche-de-mer, 
followed. 
It is the son slug from the 
Loochoo islands, and served sis an en­ 
tree it tastes very much like turtle fat, 
though richer. 
To counteract Its rich­ 
ness a great china Itowl of boiled bam­ 
boo shoots was handed round with It. 
“Next came a very small roast* 
I 
thought at first that it was u tlnv suck­ 
ing pig. but It had no crackling, and 
the flesh was like that of an agneau de 
lalt, the little lambs whose meat is 
snow white. 
It was one of the Can­ 
tonese puppies of a particular kind, 
which are doomed from birth to tako 
their place on tho roasting spit and 
which are fed on rice and milk only. I 
looked down the table and saw that 
my friend was eating with zest, so for 
the first time in my life I ate dog—and 
liked It exceedingly. 
With this puppy 
were Herved all the vegetables In sea­ 
son and a salad which had the taste of 
young nasturtium leaf as its strongest 
flavor. 
Rice birds followed. They are 
smaller than ortolans, each tiny plump 
creature being but a mouthful, but they 
are the most delicious eating of all tho 
feathered small fry. 
“Nankin eggs were next brought 
round. They had been burled for fifty 
years, and a Chinaman detects some 
special flavor in them. 
To me they 
tasted just like an ordinary hard boiled 
egg, and their appearance, being al­ 
most black, was not inviting. 
They 
were, in my opinion, tho one failure of 
the dinner. 
The sideboard had been 
spread with a variety of cold viainls, 
among them pheasants and gana* pies 
from Shanghai and a Kobe round of 
spiced beef. 
Baskets of fruit were 
brought in and little orange trees in 
pots, from which we were invited to 
pluck the ripe fruit.”

Cleveland, Jan. 2. -UnhoraMofi an 1 
onemhnrra-sed by a crowd of the cu­ 
rious, thf home-coming of Dr. Leroy 
S. Chadwick was

trast to the arrival of his wife three 
weeks ago. Both were under the 
charge of the law but under widely 
different circumstances. 
T)r. Chadwick rode as a man against 
whom the people have no claim. Mrs. 
Chadwick rode as a prisoner guarded 
by federal officers. The early hour of 
the arrival and tin* fact that, but few 
people were about at that hour made 
tfie doctor’s arrival home quite like 
that of an ordinary trav* ler.

Scarcely any of the few at the sta­ 
tion knew of the party, and ihe sheriff 
and Dr. Chadwick were quickly driven 
to the county jail, where Dr. Chad­ 
wick was registered as a man against 
whom the law has suspicion but the 
register was not made a part of the 
records at once. 
A bond provided Saturday evening 
by \M oney Virgil P. Kline and At­ 
torney Pawley was at the jail on the 
arrival of Dr. Chadwick and he was 
soon released. 


Goes to See His Wife. 
After the preliminaries in the sher­ 
iff’s office, Dr. ChadwLk was escorted 
hv Sheriff Barry to the fourth floor 
of Hu* women’s ward, when* his wife 
is held 
prisoner. The meeting be­ 
tween the two was pathetic in the ex­ 
treme 
Mrs. Chadwick 
arose when 
she heard thf* steps in thf* corridor, 
and in a minute was in her husband’s 
arms. Both broke down and 
wept 
convulsively for several minutes while 
clinging to each other, the sheriff at­ 
tempting meanwhile to console them 
In that time all troubles that have 
hern hanging over the family like a 
loadstone were lost in the joy of the 
meeting. 
Little !>v little the first shock grew 
less severe and the two snt down for 
a talk Hint continued for an hour and 
a half. There were pleadings and 
partial responses when the more se­ 
rious predicament, of husband and 
wife was at length appreciated. 
Dr Chadwick has lost his all in the 
operations of his wife and the large 
independent fortune of his only .child 
has been swept away. 
Mrs, Chadwick tided to imbue him 
with thf* thought of tier innoeense of 
any wrongdoing. His only response 
to these pleas was “1 hope so.”

The wife told the story in­ 
terspersed by violent fits of weeping 
in which at times Dr. Chadwick joined. 
There were no apparent evasions, but. 
there was a constant cry of “Trust

the newspapers have been printing 
about me.” she said. “They are all 
li<* ; every one of them.

Opinions of Public Men W ho 
W ant It For Wife Beaters. 


STRONG SENTIMENT IN ITS FAVOR

In consequence of n single pnssngo 
In President Roosevelt'» annual mes­ 
sage to congress n movement lias been 
started in tlu* District <>f Columbia 
which may result in the establishment 
of the whipping post in the national 
capital for wife beaters, says the Wash­ 
ington correspondent of the New York 
Herald. In his message the president 
said: 
There are certain offenders whose, crim­ 
inality taken the shap*» of brutality and 
cruelty toward th** weak who need a spe­ 
cial type of punishment. The wife beater, 
for example, Is Inadequately punished by 
Imprisonment, 
for 
Imprisonment may 
often mean nothing to him, while it may 
cause hunger and want to the wife and 
children who have been the victims of 
his brutality. Probably some form of cor­ 
poral punishment would be the most ade­ 
quate way of meeting this kind of crime. 
Interviews with clergymen, police of­ 
ficials, Judges and others who come In 
touch with the criminal classes and un­ 
derstand the brutalizing influence of 
the man who beats bis wife show that 
there Is a strong sentiment in favor of 
setting up tin* whipping post in the 
capital of tin* nation. 
The Right Rev. Henry Y. Sattorlee, 
bishop of Washington, said: 
“I would ln*at the brute who beats 
his wife as though he were a bad boy— 
whip him. ‘Spare tin* rod and spoil the 
child’ is tlu* motto. By whipping only, 
I believe, can this form of contempti­ 
ble crime be reached effectively. It is a 
matter of grave concern, and the argu­ 
ments raised against the present sys­ 
tem of punishment, consisting of tines 
and imprisonment, that fall far more 
heavily upon tin* wives and families of 
the offenders than upon tlu* offenders 
themselves, are true. 
“By ‘whipping’ I do not mean that 
the man who beats his wife should be 
unmercifully flogged or lashed into in­ 
sensibility. 1 would rather advocate 
for such a man a whipping which, 
while it might not tear his skin and 
lacerate his body, would cut with sting­ 
ing force Into his sensibilities, shame 
him and make him feel himself to be 
in the position of a refractory boy who 
had committed not the crime of a man, 
but the small, vicious, petty and con­ 
temptible act of an ignorant youth. 
”1 am in favor of the lash for wife 
beaters. Moreover, I would be In fa­ 
vor of carrying this form of punish­ 
ment further, making it apply to other 
than the wife beating class. I think it 
would be a good tiling if the law pro­ 
vided that persons attempting assassi­ 
nation should be whipped, say, once a 
year, and 1 believe that we should soon 
see a falling off in a class of crimes 
which have become far too common. 
“Under the existing condition of 
things criminals are often permitted to 
make martyrs of themselves, to parade 
before the public with a halo of senti­ 
mentalism about them. There would 
certainly be an end to this sort of thing 
if instead of filling our jails with crim­ 
inals of this stamp we whipped them.” 
The Rev. John M. Schick, pastor of 
the president’s church, said: 
“I believe that tlie whipping post is a 
wholesome and easy solution of the 
problem presented by the brute who so 
far forgets his obligation to defend and 
love his wife as to strike her in her 
weakness, as la* would never dan* to do 
if she were strong enough to defend 
herself. 
“Under the conviction that laws are 
rarely remedial and that only cowards 
are frightened from crime by enforce­ 
ment of law I believe that the estab­ 
lishment of the whipping post is per­ 
haps the best means to frighten, 
through fear of personal suffering, the 
coward who would beat a wife.” 
Major Richard Sylvester, superin­ 
tendent of police, said: 
“For the last seven years I have been 
favorable to the establishment of the 
whipping post for wife beaters and 
thieves. The state of Delaware is 
largely immune from professional crim­ 
inals, du<* in great measure to the fact 
that the lash is an institution of the 
law there. 
“1 do not believe it would be neces­ 
sary to resort to torture If this method 
of punishment were adopted; far from 
it. A whipping does not necessarily 
mean inhuman application, although 
one argument against the establish­ 
ment of the whipping post in the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia is that it would be a 
retrograde movement tfn the direction 
of an antiquated and inhuman prac­ 
tice.“In my opinion the application of the 
lash in one or two cases in the District 
of Columbia and the holding of tDo ap­ 
paratus in readiness for the future 
would tend more to stay the cruel treat­ 
ment of wives and children and pre­ 
vent the snatching of pooketbooks, as­ 
saults and robberies than almost any­ 
thing that could be devised. Put up 
the whipping post and it will act as a 
scarecrow.” 
Others who express themselves in 
favor of the whipping post are the en­ 
tire board of the District commisslon- 
•rs, Judges Scott and Kimball and sev­ 
eral clergymen. 
Several preachers oppose the idea as 
tending to brutality, and the Rev. Teu- 
nis S. Hamlin says whipping would be 
as unsuccessful as lynching. The sen­ 
timent, however, is so strong in favor 
of trying the experiment that It Is 
likely a bill will be Introduced in con­ 
gress.
